It is felt that a larger 
number is necessary, and all Departments were asked again to consider submitting additional 
nominations as soon as possible. G. Gibbons specified that no nominations have been received from 
the Performing Arts areas. He also mentioned that the nomination presentation criteria have been 
made more flexible. 


4, FTEs and Increased Course Capacities 

J.-P. Duchesne explained that the Departments who are planning to use eventual increases in course 
enrolments beyond regular capacities as a way to increase FTEs and revenues should keep in mind that 
every year enrolments go beyond regular capacities, and that in order to increase FTEs and revenues, 
enrolments will have to go beyond the usual overloads allowed every year.
